News of the Week.

Washington, D. (\, Dec. Pith. 
—The footbiill season of '!)7 is 
gradually drawing to a close; the 
games are bei^oming less fretiucnt 
and less important, and soon th(> 
last one, even by " seriibs" or 
" kids," will have lieeii played, 
then, for a short- time, the old 
struggles will be foiiglu over in 
words; and tliifiily this review of 
the football setison will merge into 
antit'ipations and forecasts of the 
coming base-liall ctrnpaign. In 
accordance with this general law, 
a week iigo Saturday, wo phiyed our 
most imporlant gtime in the scri^vs 
for the cliainpioiisliip, last- W<\ilnes- 
day w<« played and won one playec/ 
I)arlly fur local honors, but more 
for linancial benefit, and next 
week th»> juniors and dui^ks — the 
only two classics large enough to 
form a team, will contest for the 
college championship ; after that, 
nil. 

Though WediK>sday'8 game was 
mainly desiiiiied to lepliMiish our 
financial department, it failed sig- 
nally. This was (ioubtl(>ss due to 
lack of advertising. That branch 
of^ the j)reparations wns to be 
underlaken by the managem(>nt of 
tlu^ opposing team, and ail tiie ail- 
vcrlising they did was to insert an 
insignificant one inch notice at the 
foot of an inconspicuous colunin of 
the Post. 

The gtime itself was a good one, 
though tiie oj)ponents and their 
friends jiliril)ut(« their crushing 
defeat to la(!k of pnictice, saying 
that the gam(» was not decideil on 
till the very day l)efore it occurred. 
It had, however, been in i)r«*para- 
tion for nearly two weeks, and 
they slunild have taken advantage 
of this time to get accustomed to 
pliiying together instead of waiting 
for the giimo to be c/illed olT. Had 
they really had enough pi-acticc 
together, they would undoubtedly 
have made a better showing, but 
we have little doubt we wouhl have 
won. 

The opposing team was composed 
of the stars of Ihe two leading high 
schools, Central and Ktustein, 
tloubtable Socrates or "Soc" Mnu 
I)in, of the latter, as ca|>tain. 
titiite a large crowd (if siieclators 
were there, but most were ])arti,sans 
of the teams, and admitted free on 
"eomps." The game began at 
four o'clock. Bumgardner kicked 
out of bounds. His second at- 
tempt seemed made with the same 
purjiose, but was caught with no 
gain, however, fifteen yartls from 
center but immediately fumliled. 
(Jallaiidet now had the ball on the 
opponents' forty yard line, and 
steadily pushed it forward for a 
touchdown, Walei-s and Brooks 
making all the gains, and the lat- 
ter the toiichilown. Bumgardner 
failed in try at goal. Time, seven 
ininules. 

The visitors kieked ofT thirty-five 
yards. Barhain returned the ball 
five, but fumbled. The visitors, on 
the second down, tried for goal on 
a drop-kick from our tW(>nty-five 
yard line, iiut it w.as a ghtistly fail- 
ure, the b.'iil going out. of bounds. 
(4allaudet then kicked olT from 
their twenty-five yanl lino, for 
fifty yards. The visitors punted 
back thirty. W. Rossoii caught 
and returned it ten, going out of 
boitnds on the left. Btirham gti li- 
ed none, and (ieilfuss lost f«>ur 
yards. The ball was then ]>unt.ed 
twent3'-nve yanis, to the oppon<<nts 
tlnrty-five 3ard line. They return- 
ed it five yanls, fumbled but saved 
it, and then, after fine end runs, 
with good interfer(>nee, for twiMity- 
Hve, twenty, seven, and twenty- 
five yards, scored a touchdown. 
Their attempt at goal failed, also, 
and the score was even. Thase 
runs were one of the pix'tliest fea- 



tui"e8 of the game, and were due to 
the lightning (piickness of the op- 
Iioiienls' backs in getting into play 
jind in running, and to fine inter- 
ference, as well as to rather slow 
and weak def(>nse on our part. 

Bumgardner kicked o(T seventeen 
yanls. On the second down, the 
visitors gained twelve yatds, but on 
the next forfeited the "ball for olT- 
side play. Gallaudet adviinced it 
slowly twelve yards, .nnd fumlih'd 
The visitors fumbled on second 
down but saved the ball, then ad- 
vancing it by a fine twenty-five 
yard run. After another down 
with no gain, the next runner ttdd- 
ed eiglittM'ii yards, and the next 
three. Time was called with the 
ball about twenty-five yards from 
our goal line. 

The visitors began the .second 
half with a kick-olT for thiity-seven 
yards. Barham returned itiwenty. 
Eight downs added twenty-five 
yards more. Then w(v irieii ti new 
s'vie of play. The backs wim'c Ciili- 
ed up very cl»)se to the line, and 
Barham was given the ball. The 
ends jvnd lacklos fell in behind him, 
lorminu impregnable interfereiico, 
and an immense ram. Wiien this 
fitruck tiie visitors' line, it, held for a 
moment, but then broke, let Hraham 
through, tuid willi a elear field be- 
fore him, no one could louidi him 
from behind, anti he ran tifiy yards 
to goal. Time, ixvi' iiiiiuit(>s. Try 
at gojil suoeeedeil. 

The visitors kicked olf forty 
yards, and IJarliam returned the 
btill twenty. Fister juid (.xciifuss 
each tried the ends twic(>, mMtiiig 
eighteen yards. Then Waters 
fumbled. G.illaudet, however, n>- 
gained the ball at once on downs, 
and ndvancotl ,:t, with one good run 
by W. RcKsRon for fifteen yjirds, to 
the opponenls'live-yard line, where 
it was forfeited on otT-siile play. 
The visitors returaed it ten, but 
were obliged to punt, Bumgardner 
getting the ballon their thirty-eight 
yard line and returning it eight 
yards. It was tumbled, but saved 
by Waters, and then that some 
powerful play as iiefore was tried, 
Uarham making another touch- 
down. Try at i;oal again succeeded. 
Time, fourleeii minutes. 

The visitors' kick oft ol' twenty- 
five yivrds was returned ten by 
Fister, when Ihe call of time ended 
the game. 

After I lu> first few minutes, the 
visitors jilayed very gootl. Their 
defen.se was exctdlent, those two 
last touchdowns of ours were gain- 
ed by plays which no team of tlieir 
slrength could have withstood. 
Both teams m.ide several fumbles, 
but the visitors s.Hved morcof theirs 
than did we. For us, Barham leads 
in ground-gaining by nearly a 
hundred yards, scoring 140 to 150 
for all the others. Tho.se two long 
runs to go il went I'.ir to swell this 
enormous total, 

Mr. Driggs, of the noiinal class 
asked, before the game, the guesses 
of nearly every student of both 
•sexes in College on the result of 
of the game. He offered as prize a 
box of omdy to the winning co-ed, 
and a bottle of pickles to the • mtin 
guessing correctly. Miss Leyder 
was the only one to succeed. The 
writer made the lar.:eNt guess in 
favor of our team — '^0 to 0. From 
that, guesses raiiged.to quite ji s<*(»w 
in favor of the visitors' winning. 
Mr. and Mrs. Merrill, '9(! and 
ex-'OI, wei-e !\t the game, the first 
time they have been seen here 

since . Whiteloeke, '07, who 

never misses a game, was also 
present, as a matter of conrae. 

Friday, Dec. 10th, the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Rev. Thomas 11. 
(Jall.audef was generally observed 
by the deaf of the larger cities. 
Dr. (billaudet and Prof. I)raj)er at- 
tended by invitation tlie lianipiet 
given by the Gallaudet Alumni As-

numbering nearly a dozen of imr 
alumni. At Sunday morning 
chajx'! he gave « nu>ss:\ge of cordial 
greeting from tliem to Ihe students 
here. Mr. Ballard lectured to the 
deaf in Baltimore on the life of the 
elder ttallaudel. Here, Dr. Gal- 
laudet had arrangtMl for a lectur*' 
for that evening, on "Portraits of 
Wa.shington," by Mi.ss E. B. .lolins- 
ton, Historian (Jeneral of th«> 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. She spoke voluminously, 
describing many of the piviniings 
of (General Washington, taken in 
viirious attitudes, mounted and on 
foot, in dilTen^nt uniforms, junl 



situations, al.so man.v of the historic 
buildings of the Revolution, to- 
gether with Mount Vernon, his 
birthplace, the home of Martha 
Washington, etc. After the de- 
scription, stereopticon views of the 
V)aintings were thrown on the 
screen, and this was, of course, 
the best appreciated part of the 
lecture.

The anniversary of the birth o( 
our " Friend, Teacher and liene- 
fm-tor" — Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet — was observed in a man net 
highly creditable to Ihe cily last 
evening at the Schuyler Memorial 
House. In spite of the rain and 
mud the attendance was so large 
that scarely no one wascohspicnous 
for his v»i her absence. 

The affair this year was given by 
the Gallaudet ITnion. The com- 
mittee having charge of the tlotails 
was composed of Mrs Cloud, Misses 
Herdinan tind Hojier, and Mr. 
Rodenberger. The exercises began 
with a brit'f inlfoduetor,y address 
by Rev. Mr. Cloud who said, in sub- 
stance, that when God has a great 
work to be done He appoint*? the 
right man at the right time toilo it ; 
that (4allaudet's love for the deaf 
was the genuine outpouiing of a 
loving sympai bet ic hetirl, inasmuch 
as he had no relative ti> draw his 
attention to them as ha<l Francis 
Green ; thjit he not only advocated 
the education of the deaf, but de- 
voted all of his own powers for 
yetirs as the great (.doneer of the 
profession ; that there is greater 
lienor in going around an impedi- 
ment of n.ature than in leading an 
army to victory; that tho.se pre.sent 
were living monuments of (T.allau 
det's work and that it was fitting 
that he should lie held in loving 
leinembiance.

Knoush Ar.MOND Cakks.— Sift a 
pound and a quarter of Hour, rub 
ten ounces of fresh butter w(dl into 
it and adtl seven ounces of powder- 
ed sugar, five ounces oh ponnded 
almonds with the grated rind and 
juice of a slice of a lemon, mix well 
and drop in one at a time, the yolks 
of two eggs, work U) a jia-ste with a 
tablespoon fill of thick cream. 
Form into small oval cakes half 
an inch thick, brush the pots with 
the beaten While of eggs, sjii inkle 
with sugar and chopped abnond. 
Put carefully on a baking tin and 
set in a hot oven for fifteen niinnles. 

Holiday Cakes.— Cream four 
ounces of bntt<»r and sugar each 
together, aild the yolks of four eggs 
one at time, and beat well. Sift 
ounces of flour, mix with it two 
ounces of chopped candied orange 
peel and four ounces of dried cur- 
rants. Stir the flour with the 
liutter and ejigs, alternately nnile 
the beaten whites. Drop the bat- 
ter into little fancy tins, bake in 
a hot oven. When cool, ice. 

SiiREwsBUKV Cakes. — Cream 
four ounces of butler and sugar 
each together, add on** egg, a tea- 
spoonful of grated lemon peel and 
beat well for five minutes. Sift in 
half a pound of flour, work into a 
soft paste, roll thin, cut into cakes 
with a small tin cutter, and bake 
gently for twenty ininntt»s. Sprin-

quarter of a pound of shelled al- 
monds. Skin and pound with an 
ounce of butter until smooth, mix 
the i>asle with a sniidl teacup of 
rich cream, two ounces of butter 
and one ounce of powdered sugar. 
Turn into a small .saucepan, set in 
a kettle of Ixiiling eggs. Let the 
mixture .set. Tnke from the fire, 
let CiM>l, make inio Iwills, in the 
centre of each press a blanched al- 
mond, dip the balls in cracker meal 
and beaten egg, and fry in boiling 
butter until a pale yellow. Roll 
lightly in powdered sugar. 

Christmas Spice Cakk — Seed 
and chop a \Hnind of raisins. Dis- 
solve a t(>aspoonful of soda in 
a tablespoonful of boiling water 
mixd il with h.alf a cupful v>f mol- 
asses, add a cupful of brown sugar, 
three and a half cups of flour, four 
beaten eggs, and half a <'up of 
thick sour cream. Beat until very 
light, add the raisins with a table- 
spoonful each of allspice and cin- 
namon. Turn into a greastd i 
piin and bake in a moderate o 
for one hour. W^hen cold, or- 
nament with lemon icing. (This 
is an excellent Bubstitut>e for black 
cake.) 

Hickory Nut Cake ... 
cup of butter with one and a half 
cups of sugar to a cream, add half 
a cup of cold w-ater and two cups of 
sifted flour, beat until snicoth; stir 
in a <'up of hickory nut kermds, the 
beaten whites of four eggs and a 
teaspoon ful of baking powder. 
Flavor with a teaspoonful extnict 
of vanilla. Pour into sqimres flat 
l>ans and (take in a moderate oven 
for one hour. 

Christmas Snow Cakk.— Sift a 
cup of flour with a tejispoonful of 
•■ream of t*irtar. lieat the withes 
of ten egusto a stiflf froth, and the 
yolks of three, add to the whiles 
with a cnp and a half of powdi ;. 1 
sugar, the sifted flour and a lea- 
spoonful of extract of alnu iid. 
Mix quickly and lightly, turn in- 
to a cake mmild and bake in a mo- 
derate oven for quarter of an hour. 
When done, turn out to cool. Sift 
over with iwwderwl sugar, 
heap soft icingover to iniit.i*

Tlie reverential esteem with which 
the deaf hold the memory of Thom- 
as Hopkins tiallHudel was well 
riemonstrated lasl Friday evening, 
Dec. Ibtti, when ahundred and ten, 
to be precise, of tlie deaf assemble(j 
in St. Matthew's guild rooms for 
the purpose of perpetuating the m*^- 
mory of our Ix-nefactor — a custom 
that has alrea<ly taken a firm foot 
hold all over ttii.s country. Th 
deaf pres" have been teeming with 
notices of similar even's in other 
cities, and thus what New York in- 
itiated a decade and a half ago, 
has taken root .ini] is rapidly 
branching <»ut. 

A pleasing f«!iituie of the gather- 
ing wa.s that the besi, clement ol 
muteiloin was repie8<jiile I, and tin- 
attendance was large in spite of 
the fact that a like event was 
scheduled for Brooklyn, and othei 
ne;ir-by towns. Also it proved thai 
popular prkKJSof a lmis;«on cnliano- 
.'d a popular me-tiiig — not select 
party by those who <«juld well afford 
it were a higher admission price 
charged as was the case in previous 
years. Certainly it gladdened thi 
heart of Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, th«- 
son of lh>^ illustrious one, to see s«; 
many there for the sole purpose of 
honoring the meinoiy of his father. 
To describe the event in detail 
woiiM r.^quire the accounts of his 
career as niven t)y the several 
sp<!akers, as thi.s consumed three- 
fourths of the time. But as to the 
gathering, the following iiccount is 
mainly from notes taken by Mr 
l'fw;h, who acted for the reporter 
prior to tin; latter's arrival. 

It was exactly H.')5 o'clock when 
the meeting commenced, although 
it had been alvertist'd for T.^i" 
o'clock, but the committee evident 
ly wished to give the tardy ones an 
op[K>rtunity to W3e the whole, and 
there were many tardy ones, for 
they kept coming in tjll H.4,').

E. Souweine, as President of the 
Manhattan Literary Association, 
was the first speakeh, consuming 
twenty minutes with a reference to 
the early life work of Thomas H 
Oallaudet ; followed by Mr. Thos. 

F. Fox, and in the eighteen minutes 
that he occupied the platform he 
brought out some new facts that 
weie not known to the majority of 
ufl ; having access to the library 
at the New Vork Im-titution that is 
unequalled for works pertjiining 
noU'Ay to the history of the educa- 
tion of the deaf, 

Mr. T. A. Froohlich evidently 
had not hnd a prior ai-quaintance 
with that particular platform, for 
he stumbled in mounting it. lb- 
read lettei-s of regret from Dr. K. 
M. Gallaudet, Dr. I. L. Peet and 
Prof. E. II Currier. 

li<-v. Dr. Thomas (Gallaudet fol- 
lowed him and for twenty mlnute.>« 
held the clos«5St attention of the 
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Mr. K. A. HodgM'oi was llie next 
speaker, timed at exa'-tly l^J min- 
utes i>y the i)recis<' A. h. P., fol- 
lowed by Kev Dr. Krans (OJ min- 
utes), Ilev.- Dr. fiallnndet inter- 
preting. And then came Mr, Wm. 
a. Jones (fJJ minutes), the 
inimitable, but he did not tell us 
alMiiit the "parson and the 
monkey," but in aliri'wt .Shakes- 
pearean drama referre<l t/> him 



whose memory we were celebrat- 
ing. Ilev. Dr. John Chamberlain 
was the last speaker. He spoke 
as follows : — 

I am gla<l to meet you here and t ■ Join 
with you in honoring the memory of the 
Rev. l)T. Thomas 11. Gallaudet. It is too 

lat<5 for rnucli 111' ' iklug I will 

briefly give wli i- an illustra- 

tion of the far i. mi- of the life 

of the man you are, lioiioring tliiH evening. 
When a little boy, I took from a Sunday- 
school library a j(J read a small Ijook w ich 
told till- «tory of Or. Gallaiirlet's work' for 
the Oi-iif in Hartford. I wuh much inter- 
ested, and thought if I lived to manhood. I 
should like to do similar work. As I grew 
toward manhood, however, mv thoughts 
were (Irawn to oth«r things. 1 went west 
and later studied for the ministry and 
became rector of a parish there. In coiirw 
of time I became engaged to a young wo- 
man wlio h(wl a deaf-mute sister. Some 
time )ii;torc my marriage I was viniting 
them in this city where they resided and 
met the present Itev. I>r. Thomas (ialliiii- 
det, anil the feeling of my Ixiyhood was 
revived, I remarked to Dr. (fallaiidet one 
day that, if at any time he should desire It 
and circumstances should permit, I would 
try the work iimler his direction. I said 
this s<!riously, though not supposing th(- 
occ'iMion would ever arise to call one here 
from that distant reKion. However, a year 
or two f rec'dved a letter from him iiropos- 
ing that I should come Kast to accept a 
position then va<:ant in which I could 
make a Ix-ginnlng of work among the deaf. 
At that time my engagements in the west 
were sucli that I could not conscientiously 
l)reak them, A second c:all. a ye ir or two 
lat<'r, found me in flniilar clrcuinstiinces, 
lint still later a third call brought me to 
St. Ann's, and I have been ass<K-iat';d with 
Or. fJallaudet ■ ver since So the reading 
of that little Isiok in my bOyhiKVl was one 
of the links in the long chain of Col's 
providence which has (InaUy led me hen- 
to-night. 

In conclusion let me say that, while it is 
well that we meet here to honor your Ix^mv 
factor, we shall clieriMli )iIh memory IxrHt if 
we emleavor to follow his goo<l exaiiiiile 
and a prominent feature of true- emulation 
of his example will l»e. to restrain the h<-I 
lishnesH so natural to iis all and xe,-iloiisly 
Mtrivc t'l mike our lives useful to our 
fellow men. 

All were invited to step into an 
adjoining room, where f^'ol I disln-s, 
sahids, icecream, cak's, eotfee and 
fruits were served, with ,Mr, and 
Mrs .Jaeques Leow, Mr. ami .Mrs.

The 
il<Hroration of the hall was conliiied 
'othe platform alone and it was 
irikiiinly simiile and tasteful. To 
llie rij;lit on the r(>ar wall huiiK the 
line larg<> oil i)ainliii{j; of (Jallaudel 
and to the left, that of Laurent 
(Uere, both of which are the pro- 
perty of the C L. A. lJ«it ween ( hese 
and reposing on a white <rlay pedes- 
I al was the clay bust of our lamented 
Syle, while a larfje Amercian llajj; 
H<>rved as its b.ickfjround. Holh of 
the paintings were also encii'cled 
with Am(nM(^an Hags, and another 
larfr<> one was artistically stret(!hed 
lunoss the full lenj^lh of tho plat- 
form at the top. While there was 
a profusion of tlx^ stars and stripes, 
there was no ovei<'row<liiiK by them. 
It rather gave the stag<^ a home- 
like' appearance, with a patriotic 
elTecM. We cheerfully give our 
friend, Mr. II. E. Stevens, the 
\ounii; architect, credit for these 
arrangements. 

There was a good-size dandience 
present when l'resi<lent Lii>sett 
opened the meeting. In a few 
'lioice words he invited ex-officio 
('liairman Hev. J. M. Koehler to 
preside. 

Rev. Mr. Koehler expressed his 
pleasure al having rrofessor Dra- 
per with the Association on this 
evening, and told of the tiin(» when 
hf) was nnd<>r his inslrut'tion and 
liow his influence had led him to 
s'-ek a higher aim of life, for which 
lie still felt, indebted to him. He 
'l(>emod the Professor most able to 
Iiortray the life of our great bene- 
factor on account of his close as- 
Moeialion with members of the (ial- 
liiiidel family, and he bespoke for 
all a pleasant and profitable even- 
ing. After some more remarks on 
I lie increasing tendency of the deaf 
of the country to observe (Gallaudet 
Day annually and the propriety of 
Mi(! custom, iie formally introduced 
the lef^turer. 

l*rofesser Draper then arose and 
••xpress<'d his I hanks for the honor 
of being invited to lecture before 
the Association. He had heard and 
read a great deal about th(» doings 
of the Clorc Literary As.sociation, 
in the .TouKNAL, so that h(« wisliod 
to see it, and was glad of this ap- 
port unity to do so. He congratu- 
lated the Asflociation on its good 
work and wished it continued suc- 
'•ess. He thou referred to the na- 
tional reputation of Philadelphia 
for hospitality and its high stand- 
ing as a city of the nation. It was 
in this city that Thomas Hopkins 
tlallaudol first saw tin* light of day. 

He held that, although most of 
tJallaudet's life was .npent at Hart- 
ford, it might be justly said that he 
was a "produ(M" of Pliilailelphia. 
Tlieiiee he glided gracefully into 
his sultject. (lallaiidet's ante(M>- 
deiils weni l)riefly dwell upon, and 
'•hiolly his father^ Peter W. (^Jillau- 
'b^r, of whom some interesting an- 
ecdotes were related, (iallaudet, 
the son, next occupied his attention 
and the most int<>restiiig points of 
his life were gone over. It was 
not an exhaustive resume of the 
principal events of his life, but 
lather a pleasing sketch of that no- 
ble life which we all lovo to revere. 
Me di<l it so cleverly, too, that at 
his conclusion most of us were 
tak<Mi by surprise. It was as if we 
had been caught ni\i>i)iiig, though 
that was not possible, and when 
Hie end was realized a round of 
applause followed. 

C'hairman Koehler pronounced it 
an eiilertiiining treat, and the only 
fault, that, he had found was that it 
was too short. 

Mr. Rei<J«>r, wlio was calle<l upon 
lo express the sentiments of the 
audience, said that, although our 
'•elebralion was less ostentatious 
I hail some others, lie felt sun^ that 
it was not. U^ss sincere, liigceletra- 
lions with various features often 
osiilt in drawing away attention 
roin the real jiurpose, while sniall- 
"r ones with one ol)ject in view can 
have liut one result. In our case 
lie people had assembltMl, not to 
Hi-e a show or attend a feast, but 
for the oni* purpose to learn of and 
honor I heir benefactor. As to Pni- 
fesHor Draper, he was gratified by 
his lecture, (in<l while Im- may no! 
have been aoked to appear before 
Hie "Assoeialion It was no sign that 
he was desirable, liut the fact that 



he was most sought for on this 
occasion was proof that the As- 
sociation value<l his services. He 
then moved to tender the Professor 
a rising vote of thanks, which, it is 
needless to say, was unanimously 
done. 

The Chairman then invited the 
ex-Presidents of the Association, 
who were present, to make short 
addresses, and Messrs. S. G. David- 
son, K. M. Ziegler and H. E. Stevens 
responded. 

After this President Lipsett re- 
sumed the chair, and after some 
announcements had lieen made, 
adjourned the meeting. 

'riie s(<cond event was the lirst 
annual dinner of the Gallaudet 
Alumni of Philadelphia. It Wiis 
in the ojiinioii of the leading deaf 
here, the most elaborate alfiiir of 
its kind that ever look place here 
among the deaf, and that is .saying 
a great, deal. One even went so 
far as to pronounce it the best he 
had ever attended both here and 
abroad. At all events it was no- 
thing of the ordinary kind, luit 
one' that reflected hcyior upon the 
only college for the <leaf in the 
world — (Jallaudet College.

The last course was finished at 
alioiit II o'clock, and the speech- 
making then began with a few in- 
troductory reniarks by the presid- 
ing oflleer. He called attention to 
the fact thai it was the first of its 
kind that has ever b<>eii given in 
this country — meaning exclusively 
by a local (Jallaudet Hliimni. The 
oiiject, he said, on this occasi<ni, 
was sjiecialh' loi>l>serve (Jiill''>i'''>< 



Day, and he also referred to the 
honor and pleasure of having Pre- 
deiit E. M. Gallaudet with them. 

Dr. Gallaudet then respoHded to 
the ttiast Alma Mater. 

Among other things he said that 
the iden of founding a college for 
the ilea fliad gained with him in 
his early days, and he fondled it 
until finally, in 18G4, with the as- 
sistaiK'e of some interested friends, 
among whom may be named the 
Hon. Amos Kendall, he succeeded 
in having the present college es- 
tablished, greatly to his satisfac- 
tion. All the necessary authority 
including the conferiing of degrees 
was obtained from Congress. He 
then had to wrestle with the prob- 
lem of preparing the courses of 
study and found it no snuill dif- 
liculty, owing to the fact that he 
was oj)posed by Mr. Kendall. He 
had propos(^d a two years, pr«>para- 
tory cour.se in axhlition to the (col- 
legiate course of four years, but 
Mr. Kendall 8tr(>nuously objected 
to the preparatory course. Dr. 
Gallaudet endeavored to convince 
him of the necessity of such a 
course for the deaf, and eiilist<'d 
the support of Prof. Jo.seph Henry, 
of the Smithsonian Inst.tuiion, 
who wrote a letter to show Mr. Ken- 
dall, but Mr. Kendall remained 
obdurate. [The letter referred to 
was exhil)ited at the table.] La'er 
two new members were addiMl to 
the Board of Triisteec, Chief Jus- 
tice Chase and Coinniissioner 
French, Superiniendent of (irouiids, 
and some tiiiu' after the opposftion 
of Mr. Kendall had completely 
vanished, although Dr. (Tallaiidet 
does not know what caused the 
change of mind in him. 

When the Hon. M. Kendall was 
passing his last days on earth, Dr. 
Gallaudet has IreqiUMitly gone to 
his bed-iid" and more than once fi-lt 
tem|)ted to inquire as to the cause 
of his change of mind in regard to 
the preparatory course, l)ut each 
time he deemed it inadvisable, and 
till ally concluded that lu> could 
make the iuiiuiry only when meet- 
ing Mr. Kendall in Heaven. 

In connection with this incident, 
Dr. (Jallaud't also stated that Prof. 
Storivs, who had upheld him, l)e- 
<!aine disgusted at Mr. Kend'iU's 
obduracy, and had urged that lioth 
or them resgin from the Faculty, but 
he had ilecided to slay. 

In I8f!8 a strong oppositiim 
against giving the college govern- 
ment aid develo|)ed in (.'ongress, 
led by Congressman Washburn, 
of Minnesota. Its eneniio liidd 
that as th(' <TOvt^riim(>nt had no 
hand in the n.anagem<>nt of the 
College, it was not its duty tn 
support it. .ludge Spaulding, of 
Ohio, championed its cause, but a 
resolution finally pa.ssed the House 
wit lid rawing (lovernment Support. 
The Seiuite, however, did not con- 
cur and substituted a favorable 
bill, which in confen^nce barely 
passe(^. Dr. (iallaudet was in the 
gallery duiing the final action 
upon the bill, and so anxious about 
it was he that, when li(>,saw that its 
success finally dependeii ujioii the 
signature of .ludge Maisliall, it 
was such a sus|MMise to liini that 
he fell on his kne(>s an<l prayed 
" () Lord, give us .Indge Marshall." 

The Judge sigiu'd the liill. and 
Dr. (iallaiidet felt gn'atly relieved. 
A few days afterwards it was dis- 
covered tliat a false bill had been 
put in plaiM* of the originil ;iiid 
Dr. (Jallaudet, beinu; sent for, had 
the fraud rectified, and he now has 
possession of the false <me. ■ 

At another time there was 
trouble abtuit the studentr's free 
admission to the College An aji- 
proiiriation of $5,(H)0 for the pur- 
pose was wilhdr.'iwn, but, through 
Dr. (4 illaiidet's efforts, it was sub- 
sequently allowed again. Dr. 
(Jallaudet said the Pennsylvania 
Congressm(>n had done so much 
for the sui)porl of the college that 
he had nothing but praise for them. 
.\ Pennsylvanian, Mr. James H. 
Logan, was also one of the lirst 
sliidi>nt8 to enter the College. 
Kverylhing about the College, the 
biilMings, gmiinds, et(!., is so well 
now that he reuards, it as his 
"beaiitiriil child." 

The toast " (J;illau<let Day" was 
lesponded toby Mr. J. T Klwell, 
who gave its ol)jeet. and urged its 
continuous observance. 

Profes,sor Draper responded to 
"The Aliimi.i." 

Among some things he sai<l was 
that during his long connection 
with the c^ollege, he had always 
fell a deep interest in its gia<lu)ites 
and has tieen ('orrespondiiig with a 
number of them. One of them 
wrot<> that he had looked every 
wh.'re to And the delinition of the 
wvird " rood," a word u,«ed in Ma- 
thematics, but he could not lind it. 
H(> thought, therefore, that it was a 
mistak<* to use it in colleg«\ and 
woiihl ail vice its removal. An- 
other wrote, after having a good 
taste of the world at large, that if 
he only could eoine to K(Midall 
(Jreen once more, " I would kneel 
and kiss the sod." The Pmfessor 
said hh agreed aiiout dropping the 
vvoid "rood," as suggested, and 
add(>d that if only all the alumni 
were as eager to raise th(> standard 
of the college to perfection, and as 
loyal to it, as tlui two eases men- 
tioned, it would greatly conduce to 
the good of the C(dlege. 

The next loas% " The Clergy, " 
was to have been responded to by 
Rev. Dr. Bartlett, but, in his 
• il»ii>iii'i> l\!si !i'lli>r of reirrel W.'is 



read and proved a good response. 

Mr. S. G. Davidson replied to 
" Our (Juests." 

He said that on entering the Col- 
lege he was greatly impressed by 
the stately foim of the President, 
whom he thereafter took for his 
ideal. He regarded Dr. (Jallaudet, 
Prof. D<#t)er and Mr. Booth, three 
representative men ; the first, as the 
son of the first educator of the deaf 
in America; the second, as the first 
deaf professor in the'**'College; the 
third, as the .son of one of the old- 
est alumnus. In concluding, he 
proposed three cheers for 1 he guests, 
which was given. 

The last toast, "Preparatory 
Schools, " wfts handled by F. W. 
Booth. 

He argued that Gallaudet Col- 
lege, in its national significance, 
was part and parcel of every State 
of the Union, or it lielonged to all 
the States in equal shares. The 
State Schools prei)are students and 
send them to it. He was glad of 
its <^xistence. He told how the re- 
cent addition of studies by the Fa- 
culty nia<le it nuirediflicult for the 
schools to prepare stuilies to meet 
the requirements, but, instead of 
regretting it, hewasglail, for it only 
mak«vs the schools put new lite into 
their work, and t'lus raises 
their standard. We following is 
the substance srom ReV. Dr. (Jal- 
laudet : 

" Please accept a few woixls from 
me to show that 1 shall be with you 
in spirit iie.xt Friday evening, 
December 10th, at the celebration 
of the llOfh anniversary of the 
birtluiay of my beloveil and vener 
ated father." " 

"I am thankful that my brother, 
the energ(>tie i)resident and sound 
educator, will lie with you. ' 

".We are .iiiticipating a su(M'ess- 
ful ((elebralion here in New 
Voik." 

"Let us all try U> I'ollow the ex- 
ample of my father, an<l when we 
are called away, we shall meet him 
in Paradise for t^hrist's sake." 

It was about one o'clock when 
the talking was linishod

ni, but it was the best l>e could do 
under the cireiimslaiices. Not be- 
ini! an.'iliimniis, he was li.irreif from 
th(> banquet and his only meaijs of 
getting the above inforinatioii was 
by eliciting it from tli(> alumni. 
Although the information sought 
for was cheerfully given by tiie 
ehairinan and othei-s, and he feels 
grat«>ful for it, it remains that he 
did not get the force of the im- 
pressions which the sp(> ikers give 
to their heareix and which would 
have enabled him t« do better.]

confectioner's sugar as will make 
a firm l)ut not har-d paste. Fine 
powei-ed sugar can be used 'if one 
cannot easily obtain that used by 
confectioners. With this |)ast«» 
one can rnak«f a great variety of 
candies. English walrintf can be 
daintily piefmred on cracking them 
and carefully taking out the meal. 
If each half is complete with out 
being liroken, they will look much 
bet er. Take a little of the sugar 
paste and marie into ;i ball about 
as lar'g*' as an Flngli.wh walnut and 
I»reMS a half of a nut onto each 
side ; lay them carefully on a plal- 
Ut and when the pahte is dry the 
nut will adhere very closely. 

A delicious fig jiaste may be 
made by chopping figs very fin*^ 
and mix with the snizar past,*!. 
Make into balls, or Iouk slicks and 
cut in sr|uares. Nut paste may be 
ma<le th*; same way, using th(^ nuts 
that break and are not suitable for 
the sugared walnut>< first mention- 
ed. 

The past^e is improve<l when used 
with nuts, by a adding a few drops 
of vanilla. 

(Jhor.'olate Oeam Canrly can be 
made by spreading a layer of 
sugar paste on a plate, to the depth 
of half an inch. Melt the choco- 
late by n/lding a little 
setting over the fire,

<Mit in squares.

I*repare the almonds by pouring 
boiling water over them after they 
are shelled. Let them stand in the 
boiling water a minute then throw 
into cold water. Rub between the 
hands the dark skin will come off 
i-eadily. I>ry them, then spread 
on a pan. Put a good teaspoonful 
of liutlor with them and stir th<'rn 
up on the range till th»\y are all a 
little greasy then. put them in the 
oven till tliey are a pale yellow, not 
brown. They niust be often lof>ked 
at and stirred. When done take 
them out an<l sift a stnnll table- 
sfK>onful of fine salt over them while 
v<-ry hot, shake »hem well. WIkmi 
cold gently sift the superfluous salt 
from them. If they are not vei*y 
dry when put in the oven they will 
not be crisp. 

Peanuts are preparerl In the same 
way, excepting of cotirse that the 
inner skin is more easily removed; 
they do not require blanching. 
Many times peanuts are not riinl 
fresh and crisfi. They can be made 
so by |>uttirig them before shelling 
into a shallow pun anrl placing in a 
warm oven. They should be stir 
refl f(c<;asionally.
